Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Representative argues that the cited reference of Sata 
et al does disclose the capability of simultaneously performing recording and reproducing from the recording medium. 
However, Sata et al shows that such a feature of simultaneoulsy recording and reproducing is controlled by two 
different controllers. As a result, Sata et al fails to disclose the claimed feature of a processor for carrying out in parallel 
a plurality of tasks such as a transfer task and a reproduce task. Examiner agrees to reconsider upon a formal 
response from the Applicant. Examiner also cites Haines (P.N. 5,479,302) which could perform such claimed feature 
argued by Applicant. 
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
